Mr. Epitor—In 1816, the year of the organiza- | 
tion of the Church, she assumed the following 
position in her Book of Discipline, viz: Among

\**Doing no harm, avuiding evil of every kind, 
especially that which is most generally practised, | 
such as the buying of mea, women and children, 
with an intention te enslave them.” 

Again, “We will not receive any person into our 
Society, asa member, who is a slaveholder, and! 
any that are now members that have slaves and 
refuse tu emancipate them, after due notice being 
given by the preacher in charge, he shall be 
excluded.” 

Thus spnke the Discipline of the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in 1816, forty years ago ; 
and several years befure the medern Anti-Slavery 
movement, to which this very Church gave birth. 
This position. as a church, she continued to hold 
with improvements until 1856. In this year, light 
having heen increased upon the dark subject of 
Slavery, since the days of Wesley, and the immor-

After attribating tu sia- 
very, brawls, violence and homicide, he particular- 
izes four cases which have occurred at the capital 
in five months, the uctors iu those cases all being 
Representatives of the people, selected to preserve 
good order and perpetuate the Union, There were 
violent assaults, and one murderer. These, and 
the overbearing, threatening, defiant, bullying 
avarice of the South, have overawed and cowed the 
North Regarding the opposition to an enquiry 
into the conduct of Brooks, he says it was owing 
solely so the “demoralizing tendencies of Slavery, 
which not only compels its repreventatives to vute 
as its instincts demand, regardless of the Constitu™ 
tion and laws, bat which equally requires of the 
‘members from the free States, who have loaned 
themselves to this administration, in duing the be- 
hesta of the Slave power, to disgrace and -tultify 
themselves in the eyes of the American peonte.” 
Right in the face of all this denunciatory flourish, 
he appends, “I would be the first to punish those 
who wish to withhold from our Southern brethren 
one jt or tittleof the protection to which the in- 
stitution of slavery is constitutionally entitled in 
localities where it existe,”
